Within the last third of a century 


there has been a special class of phy- 
sicians devoted to disease* of the mind. 
The treatment of the Insane, the feeble- 
minded nnd all those who have mental 
infirmities, falls within the provinca of 
thesi> men. The successful alienist must 
not only be a physician, but he must be 
a mnta-physlclan. He must know some- 
thin;? about all the abnormal menta: 
phases that are down in the books and 
all that are not down. This knowledge 
Is not necessarily Included in the edu- 
cation of most physicians. Even the 
dictionary published thirty years ago 
classed the word "alienist" as rare. 


But now the treatment of Insane per- 


sons and others having mental infirmi- 
ties has become the highest department 
of medical science* The alienists mee 
in conventions and discuss all questions 
relating to the best method of treat 
merit of the insane. The modern in 
sane asylums, with their perfect ap 
polntments, are some ol the resultn 
They publish papers and periodicals 
which are directed wholly to this de 
partment of msdioal science. The word 
that was nearly ob»olete thirty year:

Cost of the Cuban llcvolutlon. 


It is estimated that the cost to Spain 


of the present Cuban revolution has 
been not less than $50,000,000. The New 
York Times makes this exhibit: 


"As the case now stands, Spain has 


charged against Cuba a debt existing 
In 1890 of at least $175,000,000; has re- 
placed $35,000,000 of that with 5 per 
cent bonds, reducing the interest slight- 
ly, but not the capital: has added at 
least $20,000,000 in bonds pledged foi ad- 
vances, and Is now seeking to raise 
money on the J120.000.000 remaining of 
the bonds of 1800. Should she succeed, 
tho total already in sight for the luck- 
lees island would amount to $315,000,000. 
This is only an installment and may 
easily be doubled. Considering tnat the 
total population of Cuba is about that 
of the State of Alabama, it will be plain 
that this Is crushing." 


It the Spanish government should 


succeed in crushing the rebellion all this 
mountain of debt would be rolled over 
on the Cubans. The situation would 
be more Intolerable than evar. With 
73,000 royalist troops In Cuba and a 
Spanish fleet stationed in adjacent 
waters the war expenditure is now in- 
creasing more rapidly than ever. 


The truth of some of the recent re- 


ports that Spain is just about to de- 
liver a crushing- blow that will finish 
the rebellion may well he doubted. The 
revolutionists are not massed in any 
one place. They fight In smalt detach- 
ments. 
The defeat of one of these 


makes little Impression on the scatteied 
whole. The strength ot the one and. 
the weakness of the other party is that 
Spain cannot find anything- to crush

At a recent trial of a cause in San 


Francsico a well-known 
lawyer of 


this city was able to pose a well-known 
physician with the question, "What is 
an alienist?" frobably more than 40 
per cent of all the members ot the bar 
could not have answered the question 
at onco correctly. 
Many of the old 


•chool physicians In full practloe fifty 
years ago might not have been at al! 
familiar with the term. Sometimes a 
lawyer is able to cram with medical 
terms and make his ammunition do 
effective service. 


Within the last third of a century 


there has fceon a special class of phy- 
sicians devoted to disease* of the mind. 
The treatment of tho insane, the feeble- 
minded and all those who have mental 
infirmities,, falls within the province of 
theso men. The successful alienist must 
not only be a physician, but he must be 
it metaphysician. He must know some- 
thing about all the abnormal mental 
phases that are down in the books and 
all that are not down. This knowledge 
is not necessarily Included In the edu- 
cation ot most physicians. Even the 
dictionary published thirty years ago 
classed the word "alienist" as rare. 


But now the treatment of insane per- 


sons and others having- mpntal Infirmi- 
ties has become the highest department 
of medical science* The alienists meet 
in conventions and discuss all questions 
relating1 to the best method of treat- 
ment of tho insane. The modern in- 
sane asylums, with their perfect ap- 
pointments, are some of the- resulto. 
They publish papers and 
periodicals 


which are directed wholly to this de- 
partment of m»dlcal science. The word 
that -was nearly obsolete thirty years 
ago has been Invested with a new and 
largtr -meaning. It Is not strango that 
a reputable physician o£ the old school 
should, not at one* have comprehended 
Us ilenltcance. But it Is one of the 
curloui Incidents or the day that a keen 
lawyer should have u«ed it as a sort

densed form. The Protesto.nl Episco- 
pal church has made rapid gains dur- 
ing the last few years.

money on the 3120,000,000 remaining of 
the bonds of 1890. Should she succeed, 
the total already in sitfht for tho luck- 
loss Island would amount to $315,000,000. 
This Is only an installment and may 
easily be doubled.

The Council did not come to order 


until 8:30 o'clock last night because 
President Manuel did not arrive until 
that time. Some of his colleagues Mig- 
Sfested that tie had met the fate of Dr. 
Cronln at the hands of the friends o£ 
"Old Pard" and wanted to telephone 
to the morgue to ascertain if his scar- 
red remains had landed at the institu- 
tion. Their fears were put to rest by Ills 
arrival and the members filed Into the 
chamber. 
"With them, came a police 


officer In full uniform. Whether he was 
there by request or detailed from the 
chief no one knows. 


It leaked out during the day and was 


published in the Tribune that the May- 
or would appiove the ordinance. Ht 
did HO and couched hit sanction In the 
following- letter: 


OAKIAND. Gal.. Oct. 21, 1X!>5. 
To the Honorable, The City Council, 
of the City of Oakland: 
In reviewing the past circumstances, 
In the matter of flxlns Die tax levy for 
the fiscal year JS95-9G. It now appears 
that at this time measures, must be 
taken to fix tho levy for this year. The 
time now being- upon us for the collec- 
tion of taxes. 
Matters In relation to the manner In 
which the finance commute or your 
honorable body has conducted its In- 
vestlKatlons of the needs of the several 
departments In making the tax levy of 
J1.18 have been of such an unbusiness- 
like character that tor fuithcr eom- 
- mentH on the same at this time are un- 
necessary. 
The tax levy ordinance submitted to 
me from your honorable bi'r!y is not, to 
my Judgment, for the best Interests of 
the city. It takes a large sum from the 
street light fund and It seems for the 
«>le purpose of rendering the said fund 
Insufficient for its proper needs, thus 
in the near future throwing the city in 
darklness for the sole purpose of creat- 
Jn opinion against my administration. 
In doing this you manlfc-tt an Inex- 
•'Cusable Indifference to the clause of the 
Federal constitution, which prohibits' 
Congress from passing inwb Impairing 
the obligations oC n contraat. This pro- 
hibition by the organic law of the land 
Is as binding upon tho legislative body 
of a municipal corporation as upon the 
national Conpress, 
The street light fund a.s given in the 
estimate laid before your honorable 
body by mysclt Is exactly the sum le- 
quired to meet, the obligations of a con- 
tract already entered into by the city. 
As Mayor of the city It is my duty to 
uce that all contracts are enforced and 
fulfilled. 
The Heltmann ordinance, as amended 
by your honorable body. Is, to my opin- 
ion, an unwlso proceeding without due 
consideration of tne wants of the sev- 
eral funds. 


\Vlt.h the present methods of polit- 
ical Intrigue appearing In the discharge 
of public trusts, they show but Insin- 
cerity, prejudice and lesser motives In 
conducting the business of the city and 
In expending the funds of the-taxpay- 
ers. 


The concession offered In my message 
of October 23, 3SD5, to your honorable 
body, was not given consideration, such 
as was due to a fair and reasonable so- 
lution of t1io problem of arriving at a 
proper distribution of tho several funds 
of the tax levy. 
It seems rather strange that majority 


of your "nonorbale body desires a tax 
rate of $1.18: a ratf that la oxtrava- 
frnnt, unwarranted and uncalled for at 
this time, especially when our citizens 
«tre now overburdened with an c-xc«sslve 
State and county tax, and al«o strug- 
gling for maintenance on account of 
the lack of business and demands for 
employment. Rigid economy should be 
practiced by the city during the de- 
pression in business. 
Therefore as the time for fixing the 
tax rate being near al hand, the tax 
rolls and bills to bo computed and pre- 
pared In the sho:t time still allowed, 
tho business of the city in general being 
Mocked and the constant turmoil In the 
Council proceedings, which does not 
tend to give our fair city a good name, 
I must at this time aot upon the ordi- 
nance submitted to me without delay. 
,Havlng the Interests of the citizens 
and taxpayers of Oakland at heart, and 
desiring to obtain for them economy In 
the administration of city affairs, and' 
at the same time have a tax that will 
not be but lust to all. I hereby return 
to your honorable body, with my ap-. 
proval. the ordinance fixing the tax 
levy and entitled: "An ordinance levy- 
Ing a tax on all real estate and per- 
sonal property In the city of Oakland 
for the fiscal year of 1893-9C. and ap- 
portioning the same among the several 
fundn." 
The said ordinance is herewith re- 
turned to your honorbale body with my 
•Ignature attanhed as required by law.

Regards Heavy Trade 


Deals. 


The Subsiding of the Forelsrn Stock 


Craze Will Be Very 


Benoflclal.

NEW YORK. Oct. 19—"Wall street re- 


mains dull'and devoid of speculative 
Intf-rest. Tho situation affords little to 
attract outslUf- interest, and transac- 
tions are chiefly conllntd to the profes- 
Klonals. 
The market, however, 
still 


bhows considerable Inherent strength 
In the absence of any Important realiz- 
ing on "Ions" stock. 


Some uneasiness has been caused by 


a return of flrmne.ss in foreign 
ex- 


change. 
The imports continue large, 


and the advances In cotton and wheat 
tend to limit the expoits and conse- 
quently to keep down the supply of 
commercial exchange. 
There Is also 


come disappointment at the couise of 
the local money market, for In spite of 
the Ktlll large drain of currency to the 
Interior the rate of interest keeps low. 
The latter featuie la discouraging to 
the hope that the foreign exchanges | 
mlKht be eased by relatively higher: 
rates of inteiott here than prevail in 
I3urope. 
Another undesirable feature 
has been the retui n of stocks from Lon- 
don; that, however. Is not a positively 
dlBcouiasin;,- fact, as there is a bteady 
outflow of bonds to an extent which 
about offsets the reflux of shares. 


These facts tend to neutialize the 
hopp that th- course of the foreign ex- 
changer, would prove to be steadily 
downward and would ultimately reach 
a point admitting ot the Importation 
of srold.

timu there l.s still an absence of definite | 
Indications as to whether any really. 
effective means arc likely to be early 
devl.«ed for strengthening the tioasury 
ag'ilnst the next demand for gold for 1 
export. It is to be kept In mind, how-j 
ever, that the lightness of the expoits 
of produce means nothing more than a 
postponement of that movement. 
The 
higher prices of cotton nnd wheat give 
a value to those roouices greater than 
that of last year's supplies; and 
the 
fact that they are now being with- 
held Ciom shipment only means that 
they will go out In correspondingly 
larger volume at a later stage. Mote- 
over, the longer our holders of produce 
i of use to hell, the greater becomes the 
dlllleuHy of maintaining market prices; 
so that the blockade ot exports may be 
trusted to work Its own cure. 


IIKAVY IMPORTS. 


The most stubborn factor in the for- 


eign trade situation Is the largeness of 
the imports. For the month of Septem- 
ber the arrlv; Is of foreign meichandJse 
.show an increase over 1!>91 of $U,000,000. 
or 29 per cent; end for the first 
nine 


months of the current calendar year 
the increase has been $97,480.000, 
or 
nearly twenty per cent. 
On the other 


h.ind the exports of merchandise are 
bimetal Identical 
(both for September 


nnd the nine months) with those of the 
same 'time of last year. 
Thus 
the 
course of our foreign trade, since Jan- 
uary Iht. 1S95, has been J97,oOO,000 le«s 
favorable than 11 was for "the same pe- 
ilocl of 1S91. 
In these nine months of 


1S94, the exports exceeded tlie Imports 
by $73,000,000: this year the Imports ex- 
ceed the expoits by SI3.000.000. Con- 
tern poianeously. In 1S94, the net ev- 
ports of gold amounted to $73,000,000, 
while this year they ha%-e been 513,000,- 
000. 
The circumstance that the net ex- 
port of gold has been so muoh less this 
year than last, notwithstanding 
the 
large lelatlvi- Increase of merchandise 
imports in 1S93, Is to be explained chief- 
ly from the fact that since February 
last we have been able to make a net 
export of securities to the amount of 
over $100.000.000. 
The 
latter 
move- 
ment, however, has now fallen to small 
dimensions. 


THE KAFFIR CIRCUS. 


How fur we may hope to place our 


securities abroad during the next few 
months must depend principally (1) up- 
on what may be forthcoming in respect 
to the treasury gold problem, and (2) 
upon the outcome of tin "Kalllr" craze 
lir London nnd Paris. 
As to the for- 
mer, all is uncertainty. 
As to 
the 


"Kaffir Circus," nothing is more cer- 
tain than It must como down with a 
terrific crash and at no very distant 
period. 
This week's Stock Exchange 
settlement In the stuff has been sur- 
mounted without serious disturbance; 
but solely through adroit financing of 
tho most despeiate character. 
The 
whole speculation rests upon the card- 
board foundation of one daring adven- 


• turer, whose almost sole resource 
Is 
the wind by which he has succeeded 
In Inllatlng to the last point ot ten- 
sion hundreds of millions of issues 
mostly devoid of any intrinsic value. 
There Is no solid capitalist interest be- 
hind the speculation to sustain It when 
the point of collapse has been reached; 
nnd meantime the process of distrust 
and realizing is pushing affairs toward 
the crisis. 
The end, therefore, Is like- 
ly to be sharp and sudden and must 
develop Into a great sensation. 
It Is 
not easy to see, however, why it should 
severely or lengthily affect more solid 
interests or more substantial securi- 
ties. The coming bieak down has been 
anticipated and no doubt in a measure 
provided against, and when the end ar- 
rives the first feeling will be that ot 
relief, and the next that of disposition 
to consider what issues of a bona fide 
character are deserving of attention. 
When that point has been reached Am- 
ericans will have their chance of 
re- 
ceiving better consideration. 
The new agreement between the rail- 
roads is favorably received on 
"Wall 
street. 
Its ratification Is a foregone 
conclusion, and the reason why it has 
had no distinct effect upon stocks Is 
that, on the one hand, the market Is so 
unlmpressible, and. on the other, that 
Its adoption has been largely discounted 
in advance. 
Tho agreement Is, of 
course, largely an experiment. 
The 
details of deposit, penalty and concen- 
tration of management, aro elements of. 
Mrensth additional to anything hither- 
to tried, and afford considerable prom- 
ise of permanence. The chief condition 
of success, however, seems to center 
in the possibility of bringing the in- 
terior feeder lines Into co-operation. 
They have been chief abettors of "cut- 
ting" and. if they stand out. may do 
a great deal towards defeating 
the 
benefits of the new agreement. Therein 
lies the test, and the action of these 
outside lines will be watched 
iwith 
great interest: for on this the future 
value of a wide range of second-class 
stocks must materially depend. 
Upon the whole the situation In 
stocks is one that calls for conserva- 
tism and discrimination.

The place was already con- 
nected with Tjos Anpeles by a branch 
line of the Santa Fe Company, but, 
not being able to make satisfactory 
terms with that corporation, the Alns- 
worths built a competing railroad to 
the ocean. The investment did not tui n 
out as profitably as 'hey had hoped. 
The hotel, though a beautiful resort, 
was never filled with guest.s for any 
crreat length of time; tlie waves knock- 
ed tlie wharf to pieces, making repairs 
frequently necessary, ami the railroad 
was a losing enterpii.se. The piactical_ 
failure of tho scheme to make Uedonclo' 
Beach a great commercial and shipping 
point no doubt preyed upon the minds 
of both father and son nnd hastened 
their death —Stockton Mail.

"Mr. Chairman,"'he said, "I 
demand of > ou us a mumber of -the execu- ' 
live committee of tho Municipal League 
that >ou demand of our Councilmen that 
they obey our wishes. You are respon- 
sible for them; you pledged them to us, 
and on your promises we elected them. 
Now I demand the fulfillment of those 
promises or woe be unto them when they 
again ask our suffrages." 
Loud cheer's 
followed Mr. Chapman's hpeech. 
Judge Haven said that to .start a cam- 
paign In favor of local option would bo 
nonsense as no such thing could be In 
this state under the new constitution. 
"The power of controlling the saloon." 
said the judge, "!• vested absolutely In 
thc City Council and although every voter 
should declare .In favor of local option 
they would not bo bound by It. They 
alone have the power to limit saloons or 
to abolish them and thc power we have 
over thc Councilmen Is the power of pe- 
tition. If we convince them by a petition 
that a majority of the voters want tho 
saloons closed, then they are morally, 
but not legally bound to do it. As a mat- 
ter of fact thc platform on which they 
were elcctod was a petition and their 
election was the expression of a miijoiity 
of the voters, or they never would have 
been elected. We have a right to expect 
that they will carry out tholr platform 
without any further Inducement or en- 
coumgemcnt." 


After much desultory cxchang.; of Ideas 
M. C. Wilcox, editor of the Adventlst pa- 
per, "The Signs of thc Times," made a 
speech and said that Sunday closing was 
an Interference with religious liberty. 


•If It is right to run a. business one 


day In the w«ek. It Is right to run It seven 
days In the *eck, so far as man Is con- 
cerned," he said. "But when a man's re- 
ligious belief Is concerned, it is a different 
proposition. A man's conscience is his 
irrevocably ar.d ho alone Is responsible 
for It. I do not care If every vote In the 
United States should vote for Sunday 
closing. It would be thc same: It IB no loss 
an unwarranted interference with his 
God given liberty of conscience. We 
stand upon principle: In this matter, and 
not upon policy, and wo will hold out for 
Ui.it principle until the end." 
On a vote being taken It was declared 
to be the sense of the meeting that the 
Council for thc Suppression of the Sa- 
loon should work' for absolute prohibi- 
tion In preference to Sunday closing. /
